TURKEY WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—A shred of high suspicion has 
developed here lately that Britain, France and Italy may get 
together eventually by carving up Ethiopia in comparatively equal parts. 
It may sound strange now, but more than one top official senses this 
as the possible outcome of the very noble diplomatic conflict now raging. 
Britain could use a slice of the dark meat around Lake Tana and the Nile 
headwaters Mussolini already has his hand on the white meat. A couple 
of drumsticks of territory adjoining what France now holds would un- 
doubtedly make her statesmen appreciate the practical side of brotherly 
love among nations. 
The realization of this on high here may have a barely noticeable 
influence on Mr. Hull’s semi-weekly economic threats against nations 
now involved in the so-called war.

TUNG OWL INDUSTRY 
IS SUCCESS IN SOUTH 


Venture Has Passed Experi- 
mental Stage, U. S. Offi- 


cial Repérts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(?)— 
The Commerce Department reported 
today the south’s efforts to develop 
a tung oil industry have reached 
“positive elements of success.” 

The department reported the ven- 
ture has virtually passed the experi- 
mental stage. 

C. C. Concannon, chemical division 
chief, said that although the indus- 
thy in the United States still is in 
its infancy, a superior quality of oil 
is being produced and indications for 
commercial success are favorable. 

The oil, obtained from tung trees 
and upon which manufacturers of 
paints and varnish are almost wholly 
dependent, has been imported from 
China for many years. In 1934 this 
country consumed 115,000,000 pounds. 

“The pioneers have met with many 
failures and frustrations due to lack 
of knowledge and of _ experience,” 
Concannon said, “but authorities give 
assurance that the climate, soil, cul- 
tivation and other requisites are well 
known and those willing to investi- 
gate the necessary conditions and be 
faithfully guided by them, have rea- 
sonable Prospects of success.” 

_He said groves; which are in cul- 
tivation in Florida, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas, had 
a splendid growing season the past 
summer and with favorable winter 
and spring weather, there should be 
an excellent yield of tung oil nuts 
pr gt sed and a worth-while output 
of oil.

LUKE RETRIAL MOTION 


STUDIED BY DEAVER 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Nov. 25.—(>)— 
Under agreement by counsel,-the mo- 
tion for new trial for Roscoe Luke, 
of Thomasville, convicted of using the 
mails to defraud, will be decided on 
the basis of the court records with- 
out consideration of oral testimony. 
The new trial motion is to be amended 
in view of this agreement. 

Judge Bascom Deaver, of United 
States court, middle district of Geor- 
gia, said he would announce his de- 


‘cisions on the motion as soon as rec- 
‘ords are completed. 


After the conference in which the 
agreement was reached, C. E. Hay, of 
Thomasville, one of Luke’s attorneys, 
said the motion as amended would 


contain three grounds for new trial. 

He said they would be: 
| First, that the evidence adduced at 
the trial was not sufficient to sus- 
tain the verdict; second, that evidence 
‘has been discovered which would have 
a direct bearing on the case, and 
third, that in the course of the trial 
the fact that all the jurors were not 
at all times kept together was suffi- 
ciently irregular to be grounds for a 
new trial. 

Called to the hearing today, several 
of the trial jurors testified that they 
were in charge of bailiffs, and that 
their verdict was returned because of 
evidence in the case.

KINGSTON MAN FREED 
IN SLAYING OF HEATH 


Failure To Pay for Gas 
Brings Shots From Sta- 
tion Operator. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Nov. 25.— 
(?)—A man booked as Fred H.*Moore, 
a service station operator, near King- 
ston, who was arrested in connection 
with the death of Claude Heath, of 
Plainville, was freed by the Bartow 
county grand jury today. 

The grand jury returned a no Dill 
after Moore had been arrested on a 
warrant issued by Coroner G. W. 
Hendricks. The coroner's jury ren- 
dered a verdict saying Heath came to 
his death from “a gunshot wound and 
injuries received in an automobile ac- 
cident.” 

The jury named Moore as the man 
who fired the fatal shot into the rear 
of a car Heath was driving last night. 

Hendricks said Moore told the cor- 
oners jury, and the grand jury, that 
he fired at the car “after Heath had 
driven away from my station withvut 
paying for gasoline he bought.” 

The coroner said two other wit- 


nessé® who said they were at the sta- 
tion corroborated Moore's statement. 

One bullet penetrated the rear of 
the car and pierced Heath’s body near 
the heart, an examination disclosed. 
Officers said the car whirled off the 
road and plunged over an embank- 
ment half a mile from the station, 
crushing Heath. 

Hendricks :aid he had talked witb 
Heath's companion in a Rome hos- 
pital, where attaches said he had se 
rious injuries. The coroner identified 
him as Clyde Heath, 
dead man.

Airman Recovers in Time To

SHREVEPORT, La., Noy. 25.—(/) 
A story of flying unconscious in an 
8,000-foot plunge from the “top of 
the world” was told today by a Barks- 
dale field pilot who unknowingly flew 
to an altitude of 23,000 feet. 


The pilot, Second Lieutenant Felix 
Vidal, said his instruments registered 
only 16,500 feet, the regular “top” of 
the weather flight, when he became 
sleepy. He carried a tank of oxygen 
but was not using it because of the 
instrument reading, he said. 


“After a bit, though, I got. cold, 
and then my head rolled and I felt 
like I was falling.” Vidal said. ‘“lhen 
I didn’t feel anything.” 

Unconscious, Vidal rode the plane 
from 23,000 to 15,000 feet in a verti- 
cal dive. 

“Then I came to,” he said, 
pulled out of the dive.” 
When he landed he was at Monroe 
instead of Barksdale field—nearly a 
hundred miles off his course, his head 
roaring and unable to hear. 

He took off again on an airline 
beam and landed at Barksdale field,

THE CORRECT BID. 

Four gifted writers view the Grand 
Canyon together.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 25.—(/)— 
For the third consecutive season Stan- 
ford was named today to represent the 
west in the annual Rose Bow! football 
game at Pasadena New Year's Day. 

It may be a week before the eastern 
opposition can be selected. 

“The teams we would like most to 
get won't play and thosq we can get 
still have important games to play,” 
said Graduate Manager Alfred R. 
Masters. 


The vote of the ten Pacific Coast 
conference members was not unani- 
mous. 


Professor Hugh C. Willett, confer- 
ence chairman, refused to say how 
the vote ended. It was understood, 
however, Coach Claude (Tiny) Thorn- 
hill’s Stanford squad received seven 
votes, one more than the necessary 
majority, and California three. Stan- 
ford defeated Ca':fornia Saturday. 


University of California at Los An- 
geles, tied with California and Stan- 
ford for conference leadership, was 
understood to have voted for Stanford. 


The selection of Stanford co v hold 
the laurels of the Pacific Coast—a 
task at which they have been less 
successful than any other western in- 
stitution—immediately brought up the 
question of whom the officials at Palo 
Alto would select as their opponent. 

UNBEATENS PREFERRED. 


Stanford has made it plain that it 
prefers an undefeated eleven. With 
Princeton and Minnesota among the 
untouchables the selection would au- 
tomatically dwindle down to New York 
1, Texas Christian and Southern 
Methodist. 

“If either Southern Methodist or 
Texas Christian turns out to be the 
best team in the country,” said Coach 
Thornhill, “I don’t see why we-can’t 
play them.” 

‘Thornhill, who did the talking in 
the absence fo Al Masters, graduate 
manager, said he didn’t have the 
slightest idea who would be invited. 

“It probably will be two or three 
days before we make a choice. With 
so many colleges turning down invi- 
tations before they get one, we'll have 
to find out just who would be willing 
to come.” 

Stanford has been in the Rose Bowl 
five times in the last 11 years but 
has only won one game. This was a 
7-to-6 victory over Pittsburgh in 1928. 
The Indians started out in 1925, los- 
ing a 27-to-0 decision in the late 
'Knute Rockne’s Notre Dame team. 

ALABAMA TIED. 

The boys from Palo Alto tackled 
Alabama in 1927, when the Crimson 
Tide, making its second of four suc- 
cessful trips to the Rose Bow] football 
fiesta, tied the score at 7 to 7 in 
the last few minutes. } 

Stanford invited Columbia in 1934 
over the protests of many who con- 
tended Coach Lou Little’s eleven was 
no match for the powerful western 
defenders. Columbia answered with a 
7-to-0 victory. 

The final chapter in the series that 
started in 1916 was written last Jan- 
uary when Alabama _ turned Dixie 
Howell loose in as great a pass-throw- 
ing display as ever was seen in the 
garland bedecked bowl. Howell’s run- 
ning and kicking also figured in that 
game before 86,000 persons as Stan- 
ford was swept into defeat, 29 to 13. 

Graduate Manager W. W. Monaban, 
of the University of California, ex- 
tended congratulations to Stanford. 

“Naturally we are disappointed at 
not receiving the bid.” Monahan said, 
“but we accept the Pacific Coast con- 
ference vote without question.”
